over the affairs of the district 
and to serve as the treasurer. 

The manager will serve at the 
pleasure of the truatees, 

The trustees will have auth- 
ority fo negotiate loans, issue 
notes and bonds. Alsa shall 
have authority to establish: en- 
trance charges, rates; and as- 
scasments. to peavidg revenue 
for the operation of a water 
and sewer system, 

The act shall fake effect 90 
days after Legislature adjourns 
only for the purpose of permit 
ting its submission to the qua- 
lified voters at the next annual 
town meéeting (1962) or at a 
special tawn meeting. The vote 
will be -by written ballot, The 
total number of votes cast for 
and againal the bill must equal 
or exceed 106 of the total vote 
east in said town for all can- 
didates for Governor at the 
gubernatorial 
election, This would mean that 
a total of about 120 votes must 
be east. 

Yf the bill is turned down on 
the first vote it may be pre- 
sénted to the voters by the 
municipal officers any time dur- 
ing a period of seven yeara, 
dating from its passage by the 
Legislature.
